This  year  we  attended  12  fires,  including  both  forest 
and  house  fires.  If  ouside  apparatus  had  been  called  to 
these  fires,  the  cost  to  the  town  would  have  been  in  the 
vicinity  of  $300.00. 

During  the  Spring  we  burned  over  11  pieces  of  bad 
fire  hazard  land  and  will  continue  this  practice  next  Spring. 

Through  the  generosity  of  one  of  our  citizens  we  have 
been  given  a  tract  of  land  near  Crawsleys  Falls,  upon  which 
we  intend  to  build  a  suitable  fire  house,  36x40  this  Sum- 
mer. This  building  will  enable  us  to  give  constant  Winter 
and  Summer  protection. 

Our  equipment  for  forest  fires  is  as  good  as  any  town 
in  this  locality.  This  year  we  would  like  to  save  enough 
from  our  budget  to  buy  equipment  that  will  make  it  un-» 
necessary  to  call  outside  departments  for  any  type  of  fire. 

We  have  an  active  membership  of  44  which  means  that 
approximately  5  per  cent  of  our  population  belong  to  the 
Department.

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Superintendent's  Report 


February  1,  1946 

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  the  School  Board 
and  Citizens  of  Brentwood  : 

I  herewith  present  my  fourth  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools.  As  we  work  for  the  continued  im- 
provement of  our  schools,  we  have  an  opportunity  for  a 
much  more  optimistic  outlook  than  we  have  had  for  sev- 
eral years  due  to  war  time  conditions.  Although  those 
conditions  are  in  many  respects  still  with  us,  people  feel 
much  decrease  in  the  mental  strain  since  the  fighting  ceased. 
There  has  been  little  actual  let-up  to  date  on  the  teacher 
situation,  acquisition  of  books  and  supplies  and  other  ma- 
terial things. 

The  present  world  and  national  situation  from  an  ed- 
ucational sense  involves  an  attempt  at  the  creation  of  an 
"Educational  and  Cultural  Organization  of  the  United  Na- 
tions." The  present  conference  convened  November  1,  1945, 
in  London  to  "Formulate  the  final  constitution  of  the  pro- 
posed Educational,  Scientific  and  Cultural  Organization." 

In  our  own  country  probably  no  subject  stirs  as  much 
emotion  as  Peacetime  Compulsory  Military  Training  the 
discussion  (Mentioned  in  the  superintendent's  report  last 
year)  continues  to  be  an  important  subject  in  Congress. 
One  of  the  strong  arguments  in  favor  of  Peacetime  Com- 
pulsory Military  Training  is  the  prevention  and  improve- 
ment of  physical  defects  in  our  young  people.  Many  of 
those  who  are  opposed  to  this  national  legislation  feel  that 
more  public  money  should  be  spent  locally  to  prevent  and 
remedy  physical  defects  during  the  earlier  years  of  a  child's 
life  and  thereby  eliminate  the  necessity  of  greater  expense 
at  a  more  advanced  age. 
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A  trend  in  educational  objectives  throughout  the 
country  today  is  definitely  toward  more  vocational  offerings 
in  high  schools — with  no  lessening  of  the  importance  of 
cultural  subjects.  It  would  seem  that  the  programs  of  studies 
in  our  high  schools  should  include  one  or  more  vocational 
courses  for  boys  to  compare  with  home  economics  and  com- 
mercial so  commonly  offered  for  girls.  A  course  in  agri- 
culture or  mechanic-arts  might  cause  the  percentage  of 
drop-outs  between  grades  eight  and  twelve  to  become  con- 
siderably lower.  To  substantiate  an  opinion  that  school 
units  should  increase  in  size  and  in  curriculum  offerings,  I 
quote  Dr.  John  Studebaker,  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion, who  has  recently  said,  "In  many  communities,  and 
particularly  in  rural  communities,  the  curriculum  of  the 
schools  has  changed  but  little  with  the  years,  remaining 
bookish,  abstract,  with  little  immediate  relationship  to 
youth's  need  to  develop  technical  and  vocational  compe- 
tence for  today's  complicated  and  specialized  occupational 
world."  Calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the 
26,000  high  schools  in  the  United  States  had  fewer  than  one 
hundred  students  each,  Dr.  Studebaker  recommended  that 
further  steps  be  taken  to  modernize  our  "archaic  organiza- 
tion of  school  districts  and  school  support.  As  matters 
stand  today,  further  progress  in  developing  the  productive 
skills  of  the  great  rank  and  file  of  our  youths  waits'  upon 
improvements  in  school  organization." 

To  more  precisely  present  the  present  situation  in 
which  the  schools  throughout  the  nation  find  themselves, 
I  will  quote  from  an  address  presented  recently  by  E.  N. 
Scheiberling,  National  Commander,  American  Legion.  "Ed- 
ucation in  America  is  one  of  the  most  critical  casualties  of 
the  war. — Two  hundred  thousand  teachers  have  left  the 
class  rooms  since  Pearl  Harbor.  Thousands  have  entered 
the  armed  services." 

The  rising  cost  of  living  has  caused  thousands  to  ac- 
cept higher  wages  of  war  industry! !  Although  the  schools 
within  N.  H.  Supervisory  Union  No.  14  may  not  have  been 
affected  as  much  as  some  in  more  industrial  areas,  we  have 
certainly  felt  the  impact.   No  organization  could  more  con- 
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structively  declare  itself  than  did  the  Legion  when  the  Na- 
tional Commander  recently  said,  "We  have  rededicated 
ourselves  to  service  of  education.  We  will  fight  to  attract 
teachers  to  the  classrooms  with  adequate  salaries.  We  will 
fight  to  strengthen  the  curricular  of  our  schools,  and  march- 
ing shoulder  to  shoulder  with  constructive  programs  of  the 
National  Education  Association  and  all  other  forces  of  edu- 
cation we  shall  succeed  in  this  great  responsibility." 

Teachers : 

We  have  been  particularly  fortunate  this  year  in  hav- 
ing the  regular  services  of  two  well  qualified  and  experi- 
enced teachers.  Mrs.  Dorothea  Rockwell  of  Atkinson  is 
teaching  for  the  third  consecutive  year  at  the  Crawley  Falls 
School  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Ladd  of  Raymond  a  teacher  of  sev- 
eral years  of  successful  experience  in  New  Hampshire — 
at  the  South  Road  School.  Both  schools  appear  to  be 
operating  effectively  and  pupils  generally  are  working  up  to 
their  capacities.  Pupil  participation  in  school  activities  in- 
dicate very  desirable  attitudes  on  their  part. 

During  the  past  year,  it  has  been  possible  to  continue 
with  the  purchase  of  new  textbooks.  Reading  continues 
to  be  stressed  as  the  basis  of  all  school  work  and  added 
attention  to  phonics  and  better  penmanship  is  of  great  im- 
portance. Plans  are  underway  for  administration  of  Stan- 
dardized Achievement  tests  to  allow  for  better  diagnoses 
of  pupil  difficulties  and  to  make  possible  a  comparison  of 
our  grade  standards  with  those  of  other  places. 

Buildings: 

Although  it  did  not  seem  desirable  to  attempt  to  have 
the  exteriors  of  the  school  houses  painted  during  the  past 
year  because  of  the  scarcity  of  labor,  the  school  board  has 
made  several  minor  but  important  repairs  and  improve- 
ments. Desks  in  both  schools  were  sanded  during  the  past 
summer,  new  slate  black  boards  were  installed  on  the 
front  wall  in  each  school  and  a  good  usable  sink  has  been 
installed  in  each  building  whereby  the  children  can  prac- 
tice cleanliness  to  a  much  greater  extent.  The  sinks  installed 
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by  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  were  donated  by  Mr. 
John  Swasey  and  Mr.  Stanley  Small.  The  Brentwood  Par- 
ent-Teacher Association  has  continued  to  show  genuine  in- 
terest in  the  children  by  carrying  on  its  usual  series  of  meet- 
ings and  more  tangibly  by  providing  electric  hot  plates  and 
some  implements  which  make  possible  for  a  hot  lunch  or 
drink  at  noon  time.  The  facilities  are  used  to  good  advan- 
tage through  extended  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  teachers. 

Reports  from  the  Principal  of  Robinson  Seminary  and 
the  Headmaster  of  Exeter  High  School  indicate  that  the 
work  of  Brentwood  pupils  continues  to  compare  favorably 
with  that  of  pupils  from  other  towns.  The  following  quota- 
tions are  from  Robinson  Seminary  and  Exeter  High  School, 
respectively: 

"In  September,  1945,  sixteen  Brentwood  girls  enrolled 
at  Robinson  Seminary ;  four  in  the  Seventh  Grade,  six  in  the 
Eighth  Grade,  four  in  the  ninth  grade,  one  in  the  tenth 
grade,  and  one  in  the  twelfth  grade.  In  December  at  the 
end  of  the  first  marking  period,  two  of  the  girls  passed, 
seven  did  fair  work,  five  were  rated  as  good,  and  two  as 
excellent.  On  the  honor  roll  for  having  been  neither  absent 
nor  tardy  through  Dec.  21st  were  Constance  Colcord,  Rob- 
erta Prescott,  and  Joan  Yeany.  Honors  for  scholarship  went 
to  Jean  Graves  and  Joan  Yeany — of  the  fourteen  girls  reg- 
istered during  the  second  marking  period  ending  January 
25th,  one  of  the  girls  failed,  four  of  the  girls  did  passing 
work,  four  were  rated  as  fair,  three  as  good,  and  two  as: 
excellent.  Honors  for  scholarship  again  went  to  Jean 
Graves  and  Joan  Yeany. 

The  Brentwood  girls  have  done  very  well  in  both  at- 
tendance and  in  scholarship."

"I  have  checked  the  record  of  the  Brentwood  pupils 
who  are  students  at  Exeter  High  School,  and  find  that  they 
are  all  doing  satisfactory  work. 
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John  Dodge,  Grade  7,  is  doing  outstanding  work  and 
has  been  on  the  honor  roll  each  time. 

I  think  that  the  outstanding  problem  for  commuters 
is  that  they  are  deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  taking  part 
in  extra-curricular  activities  due  to  the  transportation  prob- 
lem. I  think  that  some  schedule  should  be  worked  out  so 
that  the  boys  who  commute  could  take  part  in  all  the  activ- 
ities that  the  school  offers.  Now  that  the  war  is  over  and 
that  we  are  gradually  getting  back  to  normal  schedule,  I  am 
in  hopes  of  building  up  our  extra-curricular  activities  so  that 
we  will  have  something  of  interest  for  each  pupil."

TWO  'THREE-GRADE"  SCHOOLS   ? 

In  regard  to  the  special  article  in  the  School  Warrant 
pertaining  to  "providing  for  two  three-grade  schools  in 
Brentwood,"  the  superintendent  offers  the  following  brief 
discussion : 

If  there  were  only  three  grades  in  each  school,  the 
larger  individual  grades  could  receive  much  more  of  the 
teachers'  efforts;  each  child  would  then  be  getting  more 
help.  By  having  larger  groups  within  the  grades  there  would 
be  more  competition  for  the  individual  pupils.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  where  there  are  only  one  or  two  pupils  in  a  grade, 
the  work  is  likely  to  be  less  interesting  for  those  pupils  than 
if  the  smaller  groups  within  a  single  grade  were  combined. 
By  having  the  three  lower  and  the  three  upper  grades  com- 
bined in  the  two  schools  respectively,  it  might  be  less  dif- 
ficult to  secure  and  retain  qualified  teachers.  If  the  change 
were  made,  it  would  be  possible  to  open  one  school  earlier 
than  the  other  without  the  necessity  for  an  extremely  early 
opening  time  because  the  children  in  the  first  three 
grades  might  logically  have  a  shorter  school  day.  It  is  quite 
likely  that  satisfactory  arrangements  could  be  made  for 
transportation  with  some  added  expense.  By  making  some 
study  of  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  each  grade,  the 
section  of  the  town  in  which  they  live,  distances  of  their 
homes  from  the  schools,  etc.,  the  School  Board  would  have 
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an  opportunity  to  make  the  decision  as  to  which  school  to 
operate  for  the  first  three  and  the  upper  three  grades.

"Years  Before  Six" 

Children  grow  before  they  are  6,  perhaps  even  faster 
than  they  do  after  6,  according  to  the  Educational  Policies 
Commission  of  the  National  Education  Association,  which 
has  completed  a  policy  statement  on  "Extending  School 
Service  Downward."  The  war  has  shown,  more  than  peace- 
time experience  has  ever  demonstrated,  that  children  pro- 
fit from  pre-kindergarten  education.  The  foundations  for 
health,  emotional  and  social  development  are  laid  during 
these  early  years. 

Some  children  have  home  advantages  which  give  them 
a  fair  start  in  life.  Others  do  not.  It  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  nursery  school  and  the  kindergarten,  supported  as  pub^ 
lie  schools  for  all  the  children  of  all  the  people,  to  minister 
to  the  needs  of  this  latter  group. 
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In  conclusion,  you  are  referred  to  the  following  re- 
ports of  the  music  supervisor,  Miss  Marion  Foster,  and  the 
School  Nurse,  Mrs.  Constance  Cooper. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  all  of  those  connected  with  and 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  school  for  their  continued 
cooperation.

CONSTANCE  COOPER,  R.  N. 
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PREVENT  FOREST  FIRES—  IT  PAYS 

An  average  of  7,300  acres  of  woodland  are  burned 
over  by  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  each  year  destroying 
many  thousand  dollars  worth  of  property  of  all  description. 
It  costs  many  additional  thousands  of  dollars  and  requires 
valuable  man  hours,  taken  from  other  essential  work,  to 
extinguish  them.  These  losses  affect  the  personal  fortunes 
of  the  owners,  and  town  and  state  economies.  Everyone 
loses  because  of  them. 

Analysis  of  fire  causes  reveals  the  fact  that  more  than 
98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  are,  consistently,  the  result  of 
human  carelessness  and  are  preventable! 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  during  the  past  few 
years.  Favorable  fire  weather  and  war  time  restrictions 
on  travel  which  kept  people  off  the  highways  and  out  of 
the  woods  have  aided  materially  in  reducing  fire  risks, 
keeping  fires  fewer  and  fire  losses  low. 

We  now  face  changed  conditions.  People  can  travel 
freely.  Their  love  for  travel  and  the  freedom  of  the  woods 
will  bring  them  out  in  ever  increasing  numbers.  This  will 
step  up  the  fire  risk  materially.  The  accelerated  cutting  of 
the  war  years  has  resulted  in  additional  thousands  of  slash 
acres.  These  factors,  combined  with  a  possible  dry  season 
and  human  carelessness  could  easily  produce  a  catastrophe, 
everyone  must  consequently,  be  on  his  guard.    He  should 

1.  Be  careful  with  fire  or  when  smoking  in  or  near 
woodlands. 

2.  Cooperate  with  the  local  forest  fire  warden  and 
his  deputies  by 

a.  Abiding  cheerfully  with  whatever  restrictions  it 
may  be  necessary  to  impose.  They  are  intended 
only  to  be  helpful. 

b.  Securing  permits  to  burn  debris  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow. 

c.  Seeing  that  others  comply  with  the  requirements. 

d.  Promptly  coming  to  the  warden's  assistance  when 
needed. 

If  these  few  fundamental  practices  are  followed  it 
will  be  possible  to  PREVENT  a  large  proportion  of  FOREST 
FIRES  from  starting— that  PAYS!
